In the death of Mrs. Volz, A rling­ 
ton Heights lost one1 of its most 
prom inent women, and the Eastern 
S tar chapters of this district lost 
a counsellor and friend. 
She had 
given over 20 years of her life for 
“her chapters” anti 
kindred Ma­ 
sonic organizations. 
Loyalty that 
she had so .often adm ired in other s 
w as personified 
in 
herself. 
Al­ 
though iff the last few months of 
her life, she did everything pos­ 
sible to hide th at 
fact from her 
fam ily and friends, ever ready to 
en ter into their joys and entertain­ 
m ent. The four or more chapters, 
over which as a grand lecturer, she 
had a guiding hand, 
were always 
upperm ost in her mind. Knowing 
th at she m ust soon undergo an op­ 
eration if her life was to be pro­ 
longed she asked that the operation 
be delayed until February,.allowing 
her plenty of time to aid in the in­ 
stallations and to instruct the new 
officers. 
She was fam iliarly called “Sal- 
lie” by her large circle of friends 
and as ‘“Our Sally 
she was wel­ 
comed thruout “Eastern S tar land” 
of northern Cook county and gave i 
unstintingly of her tim e. 
Many as were her friends, much J 
as were her interests in outside a f­ 
fairs, those who had the privilege 
of glancing into her 
fam ily life,

Moonshine stills 
operating 
in 
two 
modern 
Arlington 
Heights 
rented residences were 
raided by 
the village police departm ent Mon­ 
day afternoon and evening. 
The first, in the basem ent of a 
brick residence a t 533 South Bun­ 
ton avenue, Arlington H eights, was 
raided about 3 o’clock Monday a ft­ 
ernoon. 
Two bedrooms upstairs held 15 
vats of about 300 gallons each of 
mash in a state of active’ ferm enta­ 
tion. 
Bags of corn 
sugar 
were 
stored in the upper hallway. 
Con­ 
nection with the still below was by 
a large rubber hose 
through the 
floor and attached to a hand pump 
in the basement. 
The still itself w as a copper a f­ 
fair of “St. Louis type, installed in 
a pit in a coal room. Beside it were 
26 five-gallon 
cans of moonshine 
alcohol, which were taken as evi­ 
dence, and stored 
in the village 
hall. 
The still was broken up and 
brought along. 
Driving up during the raid was 
the claimed operator of the still, 
one Frank Mierrotti, apparently an 
Italian, 
who 
was 
jailed. 
W ith 
him was a woman and a ba­ 
by. 
By the appearance of the fu r­ 
niture in the house, preparations 
had already been made to move; 
small household articles being a r­ 
ranged in boxes, and framed wed­ 
ding pictures laid 
on 
the dining 
table. 
Chief of Police 
Carl H erbert 
Skoog, Officer William Heineman, 
and Street Commissioner William 
Luehring participated in the raid, 
using the street departm ent truck. 
Spectators were few. 
Second Still Taken 
About 8:30 th at evening, Chief 
Skoog, Gilbert Klehm, Justice of 
the Peace, 
Police 
Commissioner 
Gus Fram berg, and Mr. Leuhring 
drove up in front of a small red 
brick 
residence 
at 
537 
South 
Mitchell avenue. 
Mr. Skoog went 
in and arrested 
the 
man inside, 
Angelo de Salvo, the stiff being in 
operation. 
It was the same kind 
of set-up as in 
the 
other house 
raided earlier in the day; a 500- 
gallon St. Louis still, with 30 100- 
pound sacks of 
corn 
sugar, 23 
300-gallon vats of m ash, and 14 
five-gallon cans of alcohol. 
It ap­ 
peared th at the still had started 
in operation only the day before. 
De Salvo was lodged in the Vil­ 
lage cooler w ith M errotti, to aw ait 
trial 
W ednesday 
m orning before 
Justice Gilbert Klehm. 
Each was 
fined $200 and costs, the fine to be 
paid to the \ illage or done in tim e 
at the County jail. 
The two men 
were then turned over to the Fed­ 
eral authorities to be dealt with un­ 
der the National Prohibition Act. 
Before leaving, however, they were 
served with papers by the property 
owners in suits for damage done 
to the houses. 
Tuesday evening, in the presence 
of about 25 witnesses, the Police 
departm ent broke open the 41 cans 
of moonshine alcohol and poured it 
down the sewer, they having great 
sport in doing it. 
The vats now decorate the land­ 
scape opposite the village hall, next 
to the railroad track. 
The com plaints upon which the 
raids were made were signed as a 
m atter of form by Judges Klehm 
and MeVer. 
U. S. Gets Third Still 
A third still—in the fine old house 
known as the 
Engelking home, 
about 11 mile east of the southeast 
corner of the Scarsdale subdivision 
in Arlington Heights, and just out­ 
side the village limits—was raided 
Tuesday evening by Federal offi­ 
cers.

Not Needed; Bank Held 
Confidence of Public 


Courage, cooperation and community spirit brought suc­ 
cess last week-end in a project that will stand out as one of 
the important events in the civic history of Arlington Heights. 
Many cities and towns throughout the county had taken steps 
to restore confidence and protect' their banks, but only after 
calling a holiday and closing the business houses. It took a 
courageous village and a courageous set of bank officials to 
attempt such a project and complete it in thirty-six hours 
with no interruption of business. That is just what Arlington 
Heights did. Calling the business men and citizens together 
at 9 o’clock Saturday night, a group of local citizens organized 
and put over a drive which by Monday morning saw 95 % of 
all deposits protected by a limited withdrawal pledge, con­ 
fidence restored, and the bank assured of the support and 
confidence of the citizens. 


No such results could have pos­ 
sibly been realized without whole 
hearted cooperation. Any one who 
doubts that Arlington Heights and 
the surrounding territory can be 
brought together on a m atter of 
civic welfare should have witnessed 
the meeting at the village hall last 
Saturday night and the work of i 
volunteer team s Sunday. 
Much of 
the story has already been told in 
the extra edition of the Cook Coun­ 
ty Herald issued Sunday morning. 
For days local bank 
officials and 
citizens had watched while in other 
towns banks were failing and m or­ 
atorium s being called. 
Gradual 
withdrawals were slowly lowering 
the funds of the bank, and while no 
immediate 
danger existed, they 
knew th at, unchecked, these w ith­ 
draw als could in time become a 
serious menace. 
Action to restore 
confidence and lim it withdrawals 
was needed. 
To call a holiday and 
suspend all business would result 
in great inconvenience 
and some 
hardship. 
To fail to take any ac­ 
tion would leave the bank subject 
to

w ithdraw als, should 
fear succeed 
judgm ent.
